With few options at hand and his 
poll numbers sagging, President 
Obama expressed concern Tuesday 
about the sudden slowdown in the 
economy but said he is not worried 
about a second recession and the 
nation should “not panic.” 

The president spoke about the 
new economic trouble in detail for 
the first time since a report late 
last week showed job growth had 
slowed sharply in May. He tried to 
reassure Americans worried about 
high unemployment and expensive 
gas that the nation is on a slow, if 
not steady, path to recovery. 

“I am concerned about the fact 
that the recovery that we’re on is 
not producing jobs as quickly as I 
want it to happen,” Obama said at 
an appearance with visiting Ger- 
man Chancellor Angela Merkel. 
“We don’t yet know whether this 
is a one-month episode or a lon- 
ger trend.” 


Federal Reserve chief Ben Ber- 
nanke, speaking in Atianta on Tues- 
day, acknowledged the economy 
has lost momentum but said noth- 
ing to suggest the Fed was about to 
take any bold new action. 

And with lawmakers fighting 
over the nation’s budget deficit and 
long-term debt, there is no political 
appetite for a second major feder- 
al stimulus bill. 

At the same time, the president 
is confronted with a slate of figures 


presenting challenges to both the 
economic recovery and his own re- 
election prospects. Just as the field 
of Republican challengers begins 
to take shape, a Washington Post- 
ABC News survey found that pub- 
lic disapproval of Obama’s han- 
dling of the economy has reached 
a record high, 59 percent. 

Seventeen months before the 
election, unemployment is 9.1 per- 
cent. When Obama took office, it 
was 7.8 percent.

Fire 2nd Largest in Ariz. History 



Springerville, Ariz. 

Bulldozers scraped away brush and 
trees on Tuesday to create a bar- 
rier between two eastern Arizona 
mountain towns and a mammoth 
wildfire. Crews removed brush 
from around homes and firefight- 
ers were sent to protect other build- 
ings from the flames. 

All the while, the 7,000 resi- 
dents of Eagar and Springerville 
prepared to leave if the second-larg- 
est wildfire in state history edges 
closer. “If given the word, then I’m 
gonna go,” Eagar resident Gerald 
McCardle said. “We’re already 
packed. We packed last night, and 
we’re out of here.” 

Officials say the blaze has 
already burned 486 square miles 
and is about 10 miles outside the 
towns. Winds have been driving 
the flames 5 to 8 miles a day since 
the fire began a week ago, possibly 
from an unattended campfire. 


The fire has already driven 
thousands from their homes and 
cabins in the resort towns of the 
nearby Apache-Sitgreaves Nation- 
al Forest. No serious injuries have 
been reported, but the fire has 
destroyed five buildings so far. It 
has cast smoke as far east as Iowa 
and forced some planes to divert 


from Albuquerque, N.M., some 200 
miles away. Authorities warned 
Springerville and Eagar residents 
that they may have to join about 
2,700 others who have fled. 

The state’s largest blaze came 
in 2002 when flames blackened 
more than 732 square miles and 
destroyed 491 homes, (ap)

Accident Exposes Risks of ‘Bounce Houses’ 


Gusts send 3 large 
inflatable toys in the 
air in N.Y., hurting 13 

Oceanside, N.Y. 

They look like harmless fun — 
fluffy, inflated castles, ships and 
slides filled with children jump- 


ing around carelessly, their par- 
ents letting their guard down a 
bit during playtime. 

But an accident that sent three 
of the huge toys aloft on a breezy 
afternoon on New York’s Long 
Island, left a woman serious- 
ly injured and hurt 12 other peo- 
ple is drawing attention to the 
little-known hazards of the inflat- 


able playthings sometimes called 
“bounce houses” and the inconsis- 
tent regulations covering them. 

At least 10 inflatables around 
the country have been toppled by 
winds or collapsed under too much 
weight in the past two months, 
injuring more than 40 people, 
according to RideAccidents.com, 
a website that tracks amusement 


ride accidents. 

It’s not the toys themselves that 
are the problem, it’s the way they 
are set up and supervised, said 
Jim Barber, a spokesman for the 
National Association of Amuse- 
ment Ride Safety Officials, based 
in Brandon, Fla. 

“I wish this was a rarity, but it’s 
not. It happens all the time.” (ap)

NATO hits intensify 
in Libya, but Gadhafi 
vows to never give up 

Tripoli, Libya 

Libyan leader Moammar Gadhafi 
stood defiant Tuesday in the face 
of the heaviest and most punish- 
ing NATO airstrikes yet, at least 40 
thunderous daylight attacks that sent 
plumes of smoke billowing above the 
dictator’s Tripoli compound. 

In the afternoon and as the 
strikes continued, Libyan state tele- 
vision broadcast an address from 
Gadhafi, who denounced NATO 
and the rebels. 

“We will not kneel!” he shouted.

It couldn’t be confirmed wheth- 
er the some 10-minute speech 
was a live phone call or an audio 
recording. 

Alliance officials have warned 
for days they were increasing the 
scope and intensity of their air 
campaign to oust Gadhafi after 
his more-than 40 years in power. 


NATO is backing the rebel insur- 
gency, which has seized swaths 
of eastern Libya and pockets in 
the regime’s stronghold in the 
west since it began in February, 
inspired by uprisings elsewhere 
in the Arab world. 

Western reporters and a senior 
Libyan official said the pounding 
airstrikes Tuesday outstripped the 


number of bombing runs on any 
day since NATO took over the air 
campaign from the U.S. 

Libyan government spokesman 
Moussa Ibrahim told reporters that 
he believed about 30 people were 
killed in 60 NATO strikes on Tripo- 
li. Reporters, who face tight restric- 
tions in the Libyan capital, saw only 
one dead man during a visit to Gad- 
hafi’s Bab al-Aziziya compound and 
counted about 40 explosions. Pre- 
vious government tolls have proved 
to be exaggerated. 

Meanwhile, Gadhafi’s inner 
circle continues to be shaken by 
defections. A Libyan rebel diplo- 
mat in Geneva said Tuesday that 
the labor minister, Al-Amin Man- 
four, has joined the rebels, (ap)

Many Americans say racy interactions amount to infidelity 


Behavior 

Jon Austin’s wife, Amy, had a blunt 
assessment for him as the Minne- 
apolis couple watched Rep. Antho- 
ny Weiner’s stunning confessions 
on television this week. 

“You’d be dead,” she told 
him. 

Regardless of his career’s 
future, it’s Weiner’s predicament 
at home that seems to be launch- 
ing countless discussions among 
couples like the Austins. And this 
time, it’s not a question of actu- 
al physical cheating — a la Eliot 
Spitzer and his prostitution scan- 
dal — but the murkier backdrop 
of Internet relationships: sexting, 
tweeting lewd photos, emailing. 

If it’s virtual, does it consti- 
tute infidelity? Many Americans 
seem to think it does. 

“Would you text it, post it, send 
it with your spouse looking over 
your shoulder?” asks Austin, 52, 
who takes no issue with his wife’s 
appraisal. “If yes, then it’s not infi- 
delity. If no, you’re cheating.” 

In online postings and follow- 
up phone calls with The Associat- 
ed Press, dozens of people echoed 
the same thought: Cheating need 
not be physical. 

A specialist in Internet addic- 
tion says that many people turn to 
online relationships to escape the 
pressures of their daily lives, rev- 
eling in the anonymity — partic- 
ularly if, like a congressman, they 
are well known. 

But some, says Kimberly 
Young, director of the Center for 
Internet Addiction Recovery, expe- 
rience a more dangerous sense of 
detachment, somehow convinc- 
ing themselves once the laptop 
is closed: “I didn’t really do that. 
That wasn’t me.” And they don’t 
see their actions as infidelity. 

“I’ve seen married people go to 
great lengths to cover things up.

hiding phone bills and the like,” 
says Young, a practicing psycholo- 
gist. “But they don’t think it’s cheat- 
ing. They say, 1 love my wife.’” 

There are few statistics on 
adults and online relationships, 
partly because most research has 
focused on teenagers. 

There are, though, recent num- 
bers on the prevalence of sexting 
among adults. In a May 2010 sur- 
vey from the Pew Internet and 
American Life Project, 15 percent 
of adults said they had received “a 
sexually suggestive nude or nearly 
nude photo or video” on their cell 
phone, and 6 percent said they had 
sent such a text. In the l8-to-29 
demographic, the numbers rose to 
31 percent and 13 percent. 

Is the Weiner scandal — in 
which the married congressman 


confessed, after days of deny- 
ing it, to tweeting a lewd crotch 
photo of himself to a woman in 
Seattle — a Mars versus Venus 
moment? Do men see it differ- 
ently than women? 

Psychologist Gail Saltz thinks 
so. Of course, she notes, men are 
more forgiving when it comes to 
judging other men, but not so with 
their own partners. “A man would 
be extremely disturbed if his wife 
did any of this,” Saltz said, refer- 
ring to the type of activity Wein- 
er says he engaged in. 

Psychologist Elana Katz says 
there is a potentially positive note 
to all of this: If the online activi- 
ty doesn’t go beyond the point of 
no return, a couple can learn from 
the ordeal, which in some cases is 
the first sign of trouble. 

“Relationships can and do 
recover from this behavior, and 
in some instances the discov- 
ery is the first opportunity to 
ask the hard questions wait- 
ing to be addressed,” says Katz.

Web SmarTrip Uploads to Come 


Riders wiLL soon be 
able to use personal 
computers to add fare 


Washington 

Metro officials said riders will 
soon be able to upload money to 
their SmarTrip cards from their 
own computers. 

The process will allow Metro 
riders to use their personal com- 
puters to upload money onto their 
SmarTrip card. 

Once the money is uploaded 
with a credit card or debt card, 
a rider will be able to touch the 
SmarTrip card to a fare vending 



machine or at a fare gate to see 
the added money. 

Metro said it is developing 
the system now and expects to 
run a pilot program of the new 
uploading system with 5,000 
SmarTrip riders later this month 
or in July. 

The software system, called 
Cubic, for SmarTrip cards has 
had some troubles with patrons’ 
not being able to upload fares on 
their weekly bus passes. 

SmarTrip cards will eventu-

D.C. Pols Back to the Bad Days? 


With 5 city council 
members under fire, 
old reputation returns 

Washington 

A fringe mayoral candidate tells 
a D.C. Council hearing that “the 
mayor is a crook.” The city’s attor- 
ney general accuses council mem- 
ber Harry Thomas Jr. of spend- 
ing more than $300,000 of public 
money on a luxury vehicle and per- 
sonal travel. The new council chair- 
man, Kwame Brown, is embar- 
rassed into giving up the fancy 
SUV that the city ordered. 

The new mayor, Vincent Gray, 


gets rid of his chief of staff after 
reports that several children of top 
officials were given city jobs. 

What does it mean that at least 
five members of the council and the 
mayor himself are trying to fend off 
accusations of wrongdoing? 

Some say former mayor Adri- 
an Fenty’s failed campaign slogan 
about Gray proposing to take the 
city back to its bad old days has been 
proved correct. 

But the acts that led to this year’s 
scandals took place before Gray came 
into office, leading other observers 
to suggest that the rash of scandals 
reflects instead a growing propensity 
among city politicians to live beyond 
their means in recent years.

Not since the 1980s has the Dis- 
trict government offered its critics 
such a rich vein of material to sup- 
port the notion that the city gov- 
ernment is run by people with an 
ethical blind spot. The allegations 
about council members’ abusing 
public dollars and about Gray’s 
campaign leaders giving improp- 
er payoffs and a city job to a fellow 


candidate have resurrected doubts 
about the D.C. government. 

“This is not back to the ’80s, in 
that even then there were not alle- 
gations of council members tak- 
ing money,” said former council 
member William Lightfoot, a law- 
yer who held a top post in Fenty’s 
failed re-election bid. 

“Our problems in the past 
were different: Marion Barry was 
drugs; Tony Williams was the 
dork; Adrian was arrogant. What 
we’re seeing now is a reflection 
of a bigger problem: The elect- 
ed officials think they’re entitled 
to a lifestyle and privileges that 
ordinary people do not have.”

Southwest: Growth to Help BWI 



Company officials say Southwest’s international expansion could raise BWI’s profile.

International expansion by South- 
west Airlines into the Caribbean, 
Central America and, later, Euro- 
pean markets will likely be a boon 
for BWI, according to the discount 
carrier’s chief executive officer. 

Baltimore/Washington Inter- 
national Thurgood Marshall Air- 
port has struggled to attract and 
retain foreign flights, and such 
an expansion by Southwest could 
reshape the airport’s limited inter- 
national presence. 

BWI has “been a candidate 
in our minds for as long as we’ve 
been thinking about expanding 
internationally,” said Gary Kelly, 
Southwest’s chairman, president 
and CEO. 

Kelly, speaking at a BWI Busi- 
ness Partnership meeting last week, 
called the international market a 
“great opportunity” for Southwest, 
and said foreign destinations could 
be reached with Southwest jets, or 


through a partner carrier. 

The airline gained a toehold 
overseas with the acquisition of 
low-cost competitor AirTran Air- 
ways, which flies to the Caribbe- 
an and Mexico. Kelly said South- 
west is eyeing those markets for 
further expansion, and other long- 


haul flights to Alaska, Hawaii and 
Canada. 

“Eventually, I think we’ll want 
to consider flights from the East 
Coast to Europe,” he said. “BWI 
would be a very logical [location] 
to consider that kind of expan- 
sion.” (AP)

Tiger Woods pulled out of the U.S. 
Open on Tuesday because of linger- 
ing issues with his left leg, leaving 
him uncertain how soon he can 
resume his pursuit of Jack Nick- 
laus’ record for major titles. 


It will be the first time Woods 
has missed the U.S. Open since 
1994, when he had just graduated 
from high school. 

“I am extremely disappointed 
that I won’t be playing in the U.S.

Criticism Fuels Freeman 



Former Hoyas guard 
trims down in hopes 
of getting drafted 

Pro Basketball 

When Austin Freeman arrived at 
Verizon Center for his pre-NBA 
draft workout with the Wizards last 
week, he entered the same build- 
ing he called home for four years 
as a guard with the Georgetown 
Hoyas. But there was something 
different about Freeman. 

In response to critics who claim 
that the All-Big East First Teamer 
does not possess the ideal build and 
athleticism for a shooting guard in 
the NBA, Freeman shed 20 pounds 
over the past 234 months in an 
attempt to increase his chances of 
being drafted on June 23. 

“My body is my tool, and I have 
to take care of it,” the much leaner 
Freeman said Thursday. 

Last season with the Hoyas, 
Freeman, who was then listed as 
235 pounds, averaged 17.6 points 
per game. But the knock on him 
has been that he’s not quick enough 
to match up against NBA guards. 
Now, after changing his diet and 
working out twice a day with two 
trainers. Freeman feels he has more 


bounce and stamina. 

Freeman is projected to go late 
in the second round of the draft at 
best. He is the type of player who 
will have to find a niche; most likely, 
he will need to show that he can be 
a knockdown outside shooter. 

“You know, to show that I can 
score the ball, I can shoot, and I’ll 
be able to defend on the defensive 
end,” said Freeman, who starred 
at DeMatha Catholic High School 


in Hyattsville, Md. 

Freeman actually started chang- 
ing his diet more than a year ago, 
when he was diagnosed with Type 
1 diabetes during his junior season 
at Georgetown. He said he has the 
disease under control and that it’s 
not affecting his play. 

“They say I can’t do this, but 
I just have to come out and show 
them that I can,” Freeman said.

Video Games 

Nintendo has introduced the world 
to the Wii’s touchy new big broth- 
er: the Wii U. 

The Japanese gaming giant on 
Tuesday unveiled the Wii video 
game console successor, which will 
broadcast high-definition video and 
feature a touchscreen controller 
that can detect motion and inter- 
act with what’s occurring on a tele- 
vision display. 

“Up until now, home console 
games had to occupy the TV screen 
in order to be played,” said Ninten- 
do president Satoru Iwata. “The 
new controller for Wii U, with its 
6.2-inch screen built in, means you 
won’t need to give up your game- 


play when someone else comes in 
the room and wants to watch a TV 
program.” 

The white touchscreen control- 
ler can broadcast standard-defini- 
tion video and features a directional 
pad, microphone, dual analog sticks, 
speakers, two pairs of shoulder but- 
tons and a front-facing camera. 

The prototype controller was 
demonstrated during the Elec- 
tronic Entertainment Expo, the 


gaming industry’s annual con- 
vention, in several ways: display- 
ing a player’s inventory in a “Leg- 
end of Zelda” game, being used as 
a shield from incoming attacks and 
offering an alternative way to play 
a chasing game. 

The Wii U will be released 
between April and December next 
year, and will work with Wii games 
and controllers. The price was not

Album Review 

An elusive boy-girl duo from Brook- 
lyn, Cults are the latest graduates 
of the Best Coast school of home- 
made, occasionally discordant girl- 
group throwback pop.

Urban Farming 

D.C.’s high pollen counts may make 
allergy sufferers sneeze and groan. 
But they’re a boon for bees, which 
use the golden powder to produce 
honey. And if you have enough 
outdoor space to grow flowers, 
you might be able to keep your 
own hive. 

Eating honey gathered from the 
backyard sounds sweet. But caring 
for a swarm of stingers seems dan- 
gerous. “It’s easier than it seems,” 
says Toni Burnham, a veteran api- 
arist with two hives on Capitol Hil. 
To get buzzing, she recommends 
taking a class. “Beekeeping isn’t 


something you can learn from a 
book,” she says.
